Subsequent motion pictures 
include Kazan’s ‘‘Panic in the 
Streets’’ and Hitchock’s ‘‘Vertigo,” 
and her sole musical, ‘‘Five Pen- 


nies,’” opposite Danny Kaye. Among 
her numerous television perfor- 
mances, she is always remem- 
bered for one Hitchcock thriller, 
‘Lamb to the Slaughter,” in which 
she wielded a frozen leg of lamb 
with cold fury upon a cheating hus- 
band.
